Something Which the Best Play­ 
ers Cannot Always Avoid. 


PART OF THE LUCK OF THE G AME. 


How Players In Duplicate Contests Suf­ 
fer From the Mistakes of Others—A 
Specimen Game In Which Seven Tricks j 
Were Sacrificed. 


F rig h tfu l “ breaks” aro m afia a t tim es 
by even the best of w hist players. 
The 
“ fall dow n” is a factor in duplicate w hist 
th a t m ust alw ays be taken in to account. 
I t is a p art of th e “ lu c k ” of the gam e. 
Suppose there are several tables in play 
for a pair score. 
The E ast and W est pair 
a t table No. I, say, throw aw ay three 
tricks by w retched play, giving th eir 
N orth an d South adversaries ten tricks on 
hands th a t are w orth only seven. 
In fact, 
seven tricks are m ade N orth and South a t 
every other table. 
Now, the scores at th is 
style of gam e are com puted by com pari­ 
son. 
A ll the N orth and Sot.th scores are 
com pared one w ith another; the E ast and 
West scores separately. 
It follows th a t 
in the case 
supposed every N orth and 
South p air except the one at table No. I 
suffers to th e extent of three trick s—an d j 
why? 
N ot because N orth and South a t 
table No. I have outplayed them . but be- I 
cause they have received a gift from th eir 
E ast anti West adversaries—in short, be- ■ 
cause E ast and West have blundered. 
It 
is not the fa u lt of any N orth anti South 
p a ir; they all suffer th ro u g h another's 
fault. 
This, of course, looks like injustice. 
It 
is not, how ever; it is necessity. 
It is a 
flaw perhaps in the duplicate gam e, b u t it 
cannot be mended. M any players, in th eir 
early experience, “ k ick ” ag ain st being 
penalized for a m isdem eanor w ith w hich 
they have really nothing to do. They soon 
realize th at if they w ould play duplicate 
■whist they m ust not m ind being the vic­ 
tim s of such luck now and then. 
The 
gam e is good enough as it is—the best 
gam e of cards in existence, its flaws in ­ 
cluded, and the best intellectual sport of 
any kind, not excluding chess. 
I was induced to m ake these observa­ 
tio n s—whic h are not altogether new, but, 
like all philosophy, w ill bear frequent 
repetition—because of a deal th a t recently 
cam e to m y notice. It occurred in a gam e 
for pairs, three tables being involved. 
A t 
table No. I N orth and South got l l tricks, 
w hich w ere easily in their hands. 
T heir 
E ast and W est adversaries, of course, got 
tw o. 
A t table No. 2 N orth and S outh 
m ade a huge blunder, or series of b lu n ­ 
ders, w hich cost them no less th a n seven 
tricks. They got only four tricks, as com ­ 
pared w ith l l at table No. I. 
T heir E ast 
and West adversaries consequently got 
nine. 
It w as perfectly proper th a t N orth 
and South a t table No. 2 should incur th e 
full penalty of th eir bad play, but another 
result ensued w hich was not proper— 
tho u g h inevitable. E ast and W est a t table 
No. I, g ettin g only tw o tricks (and being 
unable to get another one), still lost seven 
trick s as com pared w ith E ast and West tit 
table No. 2. 
T his big sw ing is illu strated 
below. 
The jack of clubs is tu rn ed West, 
and N orth has the opening. The w in n in g 
card in each trick is underlined, an d the 
card beneath is led next:
